access to regional parks for a 
15-year period. 

Appearing below is the 
Alameda County Counsel's im- 
partial analysis of Measure CC, 
which was prepared by the Alam- 
eda County Counsel as required 
by law. 


Alameda County Counsel’s 
Impartial Analysis 

The Board of Directors of the East 
Bay Regional Park District (“District”) 
has placed Measure CC on the ballot 
to ask voters to approve a 15-year spe- 
cial excise tax to fund public access, 
wildfire protection, public safety and 
environmental maintenance of District 
parks and trails within Zone 1 (western 
Alameda and western Contra Costa 
counties). 

The District operates 65 regional 
parks on 96,000 acres with over 1,100 
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miles of trails in Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties. Pursuant to the District 
resolution, uses of the funds raised by 
this special tax would include en- 
hanced public safety (police and wild- 
fire protection); an increase of public 
access to shoreline, hillside, and urban 
parks and trails; and environmental 
maintenance in Zone | of the District. 
State law requires that proceeds from 
this special tax may only be used to 
fund projects in Zone 1 only. Parks in 
Zone | include: Alameda Point, An- 
thony Chabot, Crown Beach, Eastshore 
State Park, Huckleberry, Kennedy 
Grove, Lake Chabot, Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Shoreline, Miller/Knox, Pt. 
Isabel, Pt. Pinole, Redwood, Roberts, 
Temescal, Tilden, Tilden Nature Area, 
Wildcat Canyon, Leona, Brooks Island, 
Claremont Canyon, Sibley, and Al- 
varado parks. Only residents of Zone | 
are eligible to vote on this measure. 

If approved by two-thirds of those 
voting upon this measure, the District 
will be authorized to levy an excise 
tax to generate funds to pay for the 
operation and maintenance of parks 
and trails in Zone 1, pursuant to 
Public Resources Code, Section 5566; 
Government Code, Sections 50077 and 
53724, California Constitution Article 
XIII C, Section 2(d), and Elections 
Code, Section 9342, 

If the measure is approved by at 
least two-thirds of the qualified electors 
voting on this measure, the occupant/s 
of a single-unit residential parcel 
would pay $12.00 per year and the 
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Chabot Space and Science 
Center offers hands-on inter- 
active exhibits, planetarium 
shows, large format films and 
powerful telescopes. Make it 
a family day with a visit to the 
Center, followed by a picnic 
and a swim in nearby Roberts 
Regional Recreation Area.

occupant/s of each unit in a multi-unit 
residential parcel would pay $8.28 per 
year. Senior citizens with an annual 
income below the state-defined poverty 
level would be eligible to receive a 
50% discount. The District would be 
authorized, but not required, to contract 
with the applicable County to collect 
the tax on the property tax rolls. 

There would be an annual public 
hearing and accounting of the use of 
the proceeds of the tax. The tax would 
become effective on July 1, 2005, and 
would terminate fifteen years later, on 
June 30, 2020. 

If at least two-thirds of the qualified 
electors voting on this measure do not 
vote for approval, then the measure 
will fail and the District will not be 
authorized to collect the special tax.

was well respected by fellow board 
members and citizens as she served for 
11 years. 

“She was such a highly regarded 
board member and important public 
official that in 1940 the board named 
the beautiful 735-acre redwood grove 
in Redwood Regional Park after her,” 
states Kent. To prove his point, a map 
was displayed at the ceremony from 
the Park Board’s 1940 Master Plan 
with “Reinhardt Redwoods” promi- 
nently marked. 

“Somehow, the name disappeared 
off the maps in the 1960s and official 
signage just never occurred within the 
park,” said Kent. “However, we are 
here today and delighted to re-rec- 
ognize the service of one of our first 
and most distinguished Park District 
directors.” 

Future park visitors won't have any 
trouble identifying the East Bay’s larg- 
est natural stand of redwoods now. The 
Reinhardt Redwoods are listed on the 
new Redwood Regional Park brochure 
and a prominent dedication sign wel- 
comes all to this tranquil setting.

Park District re-names trail in honor of late Nobel 
prize-winning physicist Glenn Seaborg 


Seaborg Trail in Briones Regional Park 
was dedicated October 2 to honor the 
memory of Dr. Glenn Seaborg. 

Among speakers at the event were 
Ted Radke and Beverly Lane, both 
members of the East Bay Regional 
Park District Board of Directors, and 
Dr. Seaborg’s son, David. At noon, 
following re-naming ceremonies, Park 
District staff led a mod- 
erate, one-hour hike 
along the newly-named 
Seaborg Trail. 

The Nobel Prize- 
winning former UC 
Berkeley chancellor 
was the first living per- 
son to have an element 
on the periodic table 
named after him—ele- 
ment 106, seaborgium. 
His scientific discover- 
ies, including the co- 
discovery of plutonium, 
were said to have changed the history 
of the 20th century. > 

In the early 1970s, Dr. Seaborg was 
a member of the Citizens Task Force 
for the “Overview Master Plan,” prede- 
cessor to the first EBRPD Master Plan. 
He was chairman of the Trails Sub- 
committee that developed principles 
for building and maintaining in-park 
regional trails. 

In 1973, Dr. Seaborg was spokes- 
person for the Citizens for Urban 
Wilderness Areas, an amalgamation of 
30 environmental groups that helped

persuade the Board to purchase Huck- 
leberry Regional Preserve. 

His service to the District included 
supporting District ballot measures. He 
was a member of Regional Parks Foun- 
dation Board of Directors from 1988 
to 1991 and continued as an Emeritus 
member until his death in 1999. 

Dr. Seaborg helped locate the route 
for the Bay Area Ridge 
Trail through the East 
Bay and was a sup- 
porter of the American 
Discovery Trail (ADT), 
the first east-to-west 
National Trail, which 
runs through Brio- 
nes and includes the 
Seaborg Trail. The 
ADT was blazed by Dr. 
Seaborg’s son, Eric, and 
his daughter-in-law, El- 
len Dudley Seaborg. 

During his lifetime, 
Seaborg was awarded the Nobel prize 
for chemistry in 1951 and the Enrico 
Fermi Award in 1959 for outstanding 
work in nuclear chemistry and leader- 
ship in scientific and educational af- 
fairs. In 1958 he was appointed Chan- 
cellor of the University of California at 
Berkeley, serving until his appointment 
to the Atomic Energy Commission in 
1961 by President John F. Kennedy, 
serving as chairman of the AEC until 
1971. At that time he returned to his 
professorship at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley.

REFUNDS/TRANSFERS: Refunds or transfers will be processed for 
programs canceled because registration is below the minimum enrollment 
at the cutoff date, or if a program is canceled due to inclement weather or 
instructor illness. Please allow up to three weeks for receipt of refund. If 
you would prefer to transfer into another program or class and there is space 
available, your refund may be applied to the fee for that program or class. 
(See Special Cancellation Policy below for exceptions.) 

IF YOU MUST CANCEL: For a full refund or credit toward another 
program, you must call in your cancellation at least seven days prior to the 
class or program. Failure to notify the Reservations Office at least seven 
days in advance of the program date will result in forfeiture of program 
fees.
